AGENTS OF SEVEN 


NATIONS WILL AID 


DISABLED CITIZENS 


XteUngs to B« Held In Sew Fork ta 
l'l»n for BciMhilJottion of 


Crippled Xen. 
By AsaociJVied Pr«as. 


NEW YORK. Frt>. 27— Officials of 


government agencies of seven nauons 
and dominions wili meet here from 
March 18 to 22 to plan for the rehabili- 
tation of disabled men, civilians as 
well as EOldiers, and put them back 
on Ihe payroll. The conference will 
be held under tne auspices ot the Ked 
Cross Institute for Crippled and Dis- 
abled Men. 


The authorities to be represented 


are the British. Ministry of Pensions, 
the French. National Institute for War 
Cripples, tie Belgian Military Insti- 
tnte tor Crippled Soldiers, the Italian 
Ministry ot Pensions, tie Canadian In- 
validud Soldiers Commission, the Au- 
stralian Department ot Repatriation 
and the Bureau of Re-education and 
Reconstruction of the American Bed 
Cross in Prance. Individual organiza- 
tions of other countries also will be 
represented. 


Authorities in the United. States 


who are expected to attend are repre- 
sentatives of the .Federal Board of Vo- 
cational Education, which is provid- 
ing for American disabled eoidiers 
training for self-supjwrt; the Division 
of Physical Reconstruction of the Of- 
fice ot the Surgeon-General of the 
Army, which is providing restorative 
treatment and education during the 
convalescent period; the Bureau of 
v7ar Rist Insurance, which furnishes 
artificial limbs to soldiers of the 
'American Expeditionary Force, and 
pays disability compensation, and the 
American Red Crocs Department of 
Civilian Relief, which, through its 
come service sections, provides social 
after-care for disabled men. 


To make d-isabled soldiers or civil- 


ians self-supporting rather than to 
permit them to lose initiative and 
lapse back upon the support or war 
pensions or workmen's compensation 
relief is one"of the aims of the confer- 
ence. 


Pointing out that many more men 


are disabled- annually in Industry than 
have been incapacitated by military 
service, the authorities who have an ] 
interest in .the cripples are planning j 
to give the civilian, the same reliet as 
the soldier. 


HARRISBURG. Feb. 2-7 —The ad- 


ministration bill authorizing the issuo 
and sale of the }5C,(X)0,000 road im- 
provement bonds, provided in the con- 
stitutional amendment adopted at the 
election last -November,,-was present- 
ed in the House yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Huffb A. Dawcon of Lacka- 
wanna, chairman of the ways and 
means committee 
The bill was ve- 


ferrvd to the Davrson committee and 
probably will he reported acxt Took. 


The measure provides that i,okds 


shall run for not more than 30 years 
and bear Interest not to excei'd •!% 
per cent, but authority to determine 
the time, amounts, for denoiniratioas 
and terms of issuing the bonds is 
placed exclusively with the gmernor. 
The executive plans to dispose oC 
$26,000,000 within the next two years 
and tho remainder within the tiro 
years fallowing. 


The bonds are to be exempt from 


taxation for state and local purposes. 
They are to bo offered lor sale at not 
less than par to the highest bidders 
aCter public advertisement, "on auch 
terms and conditions and upon such 
open competitive bidding as the gov- 
ernor shall direct" Any portion of 
any bond issue not subscribed for may 
be disposed of by the state treasurer 
and auditor general in such manner 
and at such prices as the governor 
shall direct- No commission shall be 
paid for the sale of any of the bonds. 


Proceeds from Uie sale of the bond, 


are to be kept as a separate fund in 
the state treasury to be known as "the 
state bond road fund," and are s<pe- 
clflcally appropriated to the highway 
department "'for the purpose of im- 
proving taad rebuilding the highways 
of the commonwoalth." 
Bonds may 


be Issued with or -without interest 
coupons. Bond 1? without coupons 
must be registered by the auditor 
general. 


A sinking fund is created to -edeem 


the bonds at maturity and "shall con- 
sist exclusively of moneys appropriat- 
ed by the genera! assembly." The gov- 
ernor must report to each session of 
the legislature full information con- 
cerning issuance or the bonds. The 
state treasurer must report I ho total 
amount of the bonds issued and the 
amount iiwd by- the highway depart- 
ment. An appropriation of $60,000' is 
made to defray expenses incidental to 
issuing the bonds.
